REPORTS OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 
EASTERN DISTRICT 


E. L. Wuite, Superintendent. 


Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

For the third time I am with you, and the longer a district superinten- 
dent stays on the job, the harder it is for him to express in words the ap- 
preciation he feels for the faithful and loyal co-operation of the men and 
women without whom there would be no report from the Superintendent 
of the Eastern District. 

However, with brevity I will try to tell of a few of the good deeds that 
have been accomplished by the best and most loyal men and women with 
whom it has been my privilege and my joy to labor. 

Aberdeen—As always, Brother Allison reports every claim in full, 
Gooding College, World Service, etc., etc., so, of course the people want 
him back again. Ladies Aid raised $590 and needed improvements were 
made on church property. 

American Falls—Brother Garver’s first year shows Ladies Aid raised 
$558; parsonage improvements; $415; new members, 22; and $2500 on 
church debt to be paid before January 1. Though it is a secret, all but 
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J a of this amount is already in sight, but the story will be told in due 
ime. 

Albion—Brother Officer has been invited to return to this important 
work, which is carried on under the auspices of the Wesley Foundation 
and the Twin Falls Methodist Church. During the year, the church has 
been reorganized, $170 spent on improvements and good work done with the 
students of the State Normal. 


__ Ashton—-Brother Meredith has put on a community program, modernized 
the church with concrete basement and new heating plant at a cost of 
$1300. The invitation to return includes Sister Meredith and an increase 
of salary is promised. Two students for Gooding College. 

Blackfoot—Brother Deal has done good work for World Service, Gooding 
College and local debt; added new families to the church; and strengthened 
the work in many ways. Old current expense debt paid and indications are 
that all claims will be met in full. Both he and his good wife have been 
invited to return. Two students for Gooding College. 


Buhl—Brother Helman works away for World Service, Gooding College 
and other interests. His dream for a new church is kept alive by the 
, Ladies Aid, which already has a goodly sum at interest for this purpose. 
He is invited to return at an increase of $200 in salary and daughter 
Frances will again lead a fine Gooding College delegation. 

Burley—Brother Kendall gives the credit to his laymen, but some believe 
he was the man responsible for raising and paying the debt of $9,000. 
World Service, Gooding College and other interests raised in full, base- 
ment steps and other improvements made on the church at a cost of $500, 
while a new parsonage is the dream for 1927. Twila from the parsonage 
home, led a splendid delegation to Gooding College and the number will be 
increased this year. Incidental to his other light duties, Brother Kendall 
served as dean of the Epworth League Institute and thus touched the young 
life of all southeastern Idaho for good. 

Castleford—Brother and Sister Bartlett each have a fine adult Bible 
class at this point. What they need is a church and we should provide one 
or vacate the field. Two Gooding College students from this charge and 
more to follow. World Service and Gooding College claims raised in full. 

Downey-McCammon—Brother Nihart is beloved by young and old alike 
and a fine Sunday School has been kept up in spite of numerous removals. 
One student for Gooding College, with more for this year. Gooding Col- 
lege claims paid. An urgent demand is made for Brother Nihart’s return. 

Foairfield-Hill City—Brother Weaver has sponsored a community program, 
boosted the public library, edited the paper, worked for World Service, had 
the flu, took a trip to California, and is still alive. While he is needed in 
Camas county, a change to a lower altitude is desired. Gooding College in 
full. World Service in full and two students for the College. More men 
like Brother Weaver will solve many of our so-called problems. 

Filer—Brother Gillilan has contended with sickness at home and abroad 
but has carried on at Berger, given many outside addresses, taught mis- 
‘sions at Epworth League Institute, and as a personal venture assumed the 
financing of a memorial room for Gooding College. 

Glenns Ferry—Brother Hansen cared for this important point where so 
many of his people ride on passes, as well as looked after the work at 
Mountain Home. What is needed is a modern church and adequate equip- 
ment to care for this industrial point in an efficient way. We have some 
recommendations to offer for next year, if approved by our Bishop. 

Gooding—Brother McCallister has kept his fourth year busy by preaching 
fine sermons, presenting all claims, teaching at Gooding College and car- 
ping for a memorial room over and above his full quota. This is another 
point where a new parsonage is needed and with this town our educational 
center, it should be a good one. Brother and Sister McCallister enthusiastic- 
ally invited to return for fifth year. 
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Hansen—Brother Blodgett did fine work here, but the load was too heavy — 


and he moved to Twin Falls. Since that time the work has been cared for 
by Miss Eva Brown and a number of outside supplies. Hansen is a real 
opportunity. On whom will the mantle of Elijah fall? 

Idaho Falls—Brother Turner cared for the $10,000 debt before we knew 
it; renovated, improved and refurnished the parsonage, increased his World 
Service contribution, presented Gooding College and financed one memorial 
room for Gooding College, then furnished another just to keep his people 
from becoming too selfish in this year of potato prosperity. This charge 
reports all claims in full. : ; ; 

Jerome—Brother Tate will report pastoral and World Service claims in 
full and has been invited to return another year at an increased salary. Six 
Gooding College students, two of them in the graduating class, with more 
next year from this charge and a son in the parsonage home to enter at 
some future date. , ? 

Kimberly—Brother Fletcher’s fourth year shows a good revival meeting, 
Rev. Geo. Kidder assisting; a large delegation to Epworth League Institute 
and a marked success with the young people at home. Six Gooding Col- 
lege students, with more this year. Old current expense deficit of $600 
raised and paid. 

Mackay—Brother George Kidder of Los Angeles took this work, presented 
every claim and has preached and visited righteousness to the people of 
this pioneer and still important mining community. One student for Good- 
ing College. 

Pocatello—Brother Ewing has a right to be mighty proud of his new 
parsonage, which furnishes increased Sunday School capacity as well as 


a home. New cement walks and basement improvements also help to make 


the plant more complete and useful. Gooding College presented and mem- 
orial room secured. World Service offering increased over last year. 


Richfield-Shoshone—Brother Frisbie has had a good year in every way, ( 


with his Sunday Schools, increase in Epworth League and parsonage im- 
provement, and splendid representation for and at Gooding College, but 
he agrees that a resident pastor at each point is the only plan that will 
put the work on a real, constructive basis. 

Rupert-Paul—In spite of much sickness, Brother Heath increased his 
World Service twenty-five per cent, presented Gooding College and pro- 
vided a memorial room. On the old debt, $265 was paid, and there were five 
Gooding College students from this charge. The pastor and his wife were 
invited to return for another year. 

Salmon—Brother Archer spent $900 on church and parsonage, was one 
of the first to get his Area office quota in, will report an increase in World 
Service, secured new students for Gooding and is invited back for his fourth 
year. 

Shelley—Brother Shirley has cared for the work since Rev. Floyd Dick 
of Rock Springs, West Virginia, resigned. He has been faithful to every 
task and these gritty people are again asking for a full-time pastor. 

Tuttle-Hagerman—Brother Crabtree followed when Rev. Hauhart re- 
signed and has been asked to continue the good work he has been doing. 
A good revival is the thing most needed. One student for Gooding Col- 
lege, and more this year. 

Twin Falls—Brother Humphrey’s second year will show 76 new members, 
a World Service increase, $4841 paid on debt, $1563 raised by Ladies’ Aid, 
Gooding College presented, memorial room and four students secured, and 
he is invited back for a still better record next year. 

Wendell—Brother Fryer raised World Service in full, preached to large 
congregations, renovated the church, saw his boy graduate from Gooding 
College and has a girl who will lead a still larger Wendell delegation this 
year. Brother and Sister Fryer fit happily into this important work. 
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SUMMARY. 


In summing up the work for the year we are ha to report about 
$25,000 raised and paid on church debts. $2200 of the $2500 doh st Ameri- 
can Falls was raised and the balance will be secured easily, I hope. Jan- 
uary 1 is the time set to pay the mortgage. 

: The number of members secured for the year will not make a very cred- 
itable showing, hence there must be emphasis on revivals in every charge. 

ies number of new charges are now self-supporting. Three years ago, 
Kimberly paid $750 salary, Hansen about $550. Next year Kimberly will 
pay $1600 and Hansen $2000. Both charges will be dropped from the mis- 
sionary list and become self-supporting. Shelley, which was unable to 
raise over $600 for pastoral support has promised $1500 for next year, and 
with missionary aid this year have agreed to become self-supporting a year 
hence. Other charges making steps toward self-support are Jerome, Rich- 
field, Fairfield, Castleford and others. It is our only hope, Brethren. Many 
of these fields will be forced to pay all pastoral claims, as it now appears 
that there is no possible hope for increased missionary appropriations for 
our Idaho work. 

World Service has been stressed at every point. Several of the charges 
accepted the services of the District Superintendent in raising their quotas. 
Only two or three charges will fall behind last year’s giving while the others 
will show a marked increase. As nearly as we can estimate, our gain for 
this district will be over $1000. 


THE PROBLEM. 


Brethren, no one appreciates the good work you have done more than 
your District Superintendent. Your reports are better than last year and 
lans now on foot call for a still more marked progress in every line for 
the year that is to come, but as I searched for the results of your evangel- 
‘istic efforts on your respective charges to go with these splendid figures, 
my heart was heavy and sad. 

The only way to stop the Protestant emigration from Idaho is to hold 
a revival on every charge. The only cure for the situation at Downey, Mc- 
Cammon, Lava Hot Springs, Murtaugh and Mountain Home is to give the 
people a vision of the joy that comes only from service for the Master. 

Our splendid District Conference held at Blackfoot tried to emphasize 
the need, but for some reason the shaft missed the mark and we failed to do 
our duty and to fulfil the mission to which we have been called. 

The way to help Bishop Smith, Dean Kendall, Doctor Holmes, the Cent- 
ral Office and the Epworth League Institute is to hold a revival on every 
charge, 

Dr. Forsythe and the Home Board have stood by us patiently, sacrifici- 

ally and persistently. The only way that we can show our appreciation and 
encourage Shelley, Jerome and similar points to follow the splendid lead 
set by Kimberly and Hansen is to go out in the highways and byways and 
handpick the fruit that has been placed at our doors. 
Our Advocates, The Messenger and World Service News are boosting our 
program and our work. A revival on every charge will cleanse the hearts 
of men and women from sin and isolation, until the coming of these mes- 
sengers of glad tidings would be hailed with joy in every truly Christian 
home. 

President Tenney knows what he is talking about as he hurls his chal- 
lenge by the spoken and written word—“Gooding College! Our youngest 
school, Watch it grow, help it grow, and you grow, too, by what you do.” 

The pastors that have done the most for Gooding College have done 

Mthe most for themselves, for their people, for their churches, for Idaho, for 
Methodism and for the upbuilding of God’s cause and kingdom everywhere. 
If you do not believe, study the reports of this or any conference fior your- 
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self and see the price that men pay for not throwing their whole heart and 
soul into the task to which they have been assigned. 

A revival on every charge will crowd the halls and walls of Gooding 
College to the very limit, for no man or woman truly converted can think 
or dream or plan for Christian service without considering education and 
preparation atmosphered and given in a way that will lead toward consecra- 
tion and Jesus Christ. 

But, you say, “Gooding College needs money.” 

It does, but a revival on every charge will sweep away the coldness, 
the indifference, the greed, the selfishness, and so touch and tune and warm 
the hearts of our people that like Paul of old they will ery out, “Lord, what 
can I do to be saved!” and literally ask to be co-partners in the establish- 
ment and growth of the local institution established by us and maintained 
by and for us in the Inter-Mountain Conference. 

Home Missions, Gooding College and World Service, but the greatest 
of these is World Service, and the greatest need of World Service is a real 
revival of a real religion. A revival on every charge will not only reach 
our people, but it will come home to us as well. Some who have been 
preaching tithing will commence to practice it without the deceit for which 
Ananias and his wife paid the supreme penalty. Our fear and trembling 
will cease. The every-member canvass will be a joy because it will bring us 
into the homes of our people, even as He went about doing good. Our re- 
ports will be shouts of victory and our conferences Pentecostal feasts. The 
word “deficit” will go out of the Methodist dictionary. Missions at home and 
abroad will revive, flourish and grow. Our sons and daughters, even from 
parsonage homes, will again hear the Macedonian cry, and, encouraged 
and made confident by our preaching and our living, will answer, “Here 
am I, Lord, send me.”

WESTERN DISTRICT 


Harry S. HAMILTON, Superintendent. 


Bishop and Members of the Conference: 

In presenting the report of the Western District with its large territory 
and varied occupations and economic conditions, I realize how inadequate a 
paper of a few hundred words is to do justice to the consecrated efforts of 
the preachers and people. The District work is being done in many places 
made noe eacouneecess on er fa of tpt and economic conditions, 

amily feuds and community quarrels together with “festeration” 
which have crept into the life of the shane: peeetetin 

The year began with fine prospects, but an open winter with no snow in 
the mountains, which means no water in the valleys, drought in the dry farm 
sections and late frosts in eastern Oregon where the wheat in normal years 
goes from 35 to 50 bushels to the acre, this year is from six to 20, all of 
which has affected the financial conditions. i 

People are continuously moving from some sections of the District leaving 
abandoned farms, and foreclosures are common. The government may come 
to the 'relief either by irrigation or by drainage but that is in the future 

A splendid District Conference was held at Emmett in J anuary which was 
well attended in spite of the fact that it was held on Monday and some of 
the people could not arrive, especially those living on the branch lines. Bishop 
Smith was at his best and gave wise counsel besides two great addresses 
ene L. ene gave a Splendid address on Gooding College. ‘ 

__ Six mid-year Epwor eague Institutes were held during the winter 
with an enrollment in all of 320 young people. i 
pe canals for coer as well as foe Me see ee reeelieg oe 
e largest summer Epworth League Institute ever held istri 
was at the Wallowa Lake Camp grounds in J uly. One handed: aes 
tificates were issued and about 300 people were camped on the grounds. The 
success of the Institute is largely due to the efforts of Dean Wallis. 
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A Pastor’s Summer School was also held at the same time as the Insti- 
tute; while the attendance was not as large as hoped for, yet those who were 
there voted it a success in every respect. It was the unanimous sentiment 
that this was an excellent plan for the development of the intellectual and 
‘spiritual life of the preachers. 


World Service: Ten World Service rallies were held on the District by 
Dr. E. E. Tuck of India; Dr. V. E. Hall, our pastor at Payette and the Dis- 
trict Superintendent during December. While the District has not come up 
to our expectations of a 25 per cent increase yet I believe there will be a very 
creditable showing, considering the bank failures; water shortage and late 
frosts. At the final round of the District I found that 21 charges had made 
an increase in their giving; two had given the same and 12 had decreased, 
but I am hoping some of these charges have brought enough money to Con- 
ference to make an advance over last year. 

Gooding College in spite of the competition in this part of the Con- 
ference will show an increase in offerings and enrollment of students from 
the Western District. But our people need to be educated to the value and 
importance of our own College to our own young people. If we love the 
College and Dr. Tenney, let us show it a little more by that which is tangible 
and has a market value. 


Church membership should show an advance. Pruning was done most 
everywhere last year and ought now to be down to a live membership basis. 
Nineteen charges will show an increase; ten holding their own and 12 a 
decrease. 

The Western District was fourth in the list of districts in the territory of 
the Pacific Christian Advocate, in the number of new subscriptions secured 
during the year. Dr. Mills gives us a fine paper. He interprets life and 
movements with a clear vision. 

Many words might be used but they would be inadequate to tell the story 

pe oe and efficient work of the various women’s organizations of the 
urch, 


Improvements and Indebtedness: Nampa and Joseph have paid their 
church debts. Apple Valley and Wilder have completed the payment on their 
parsonages. Cove has built a fine addition to the church in order to take care 
of the large Sunday School. Emmett has completed an annex. Wilder has 
completed the enlargement of the church basement. Payette has enlarged 
the basement and also repaired, repainted and redecorated the church build- 
ing within and without. The interior of the church at Joseph has been 
redecorated. John Day has purchased lumber for a much needed addition 
to the church. We have completed the purchase of the Congregational 
Church at Meadows. For several years we have been using this property. 
Papering, painting and decorating have been done on a number of parson- 
ages. 

Evangelistic campaigns were held at Baker, Union, Payette, Fruitland 
and Ontario. Special services were also held by the pastors themselves, or 
with the assistance of pastors, with fair success. I am still convinced that 
the greatest need of the church is a real revival campaign. It will help 
solve most of the problems due to indifference and carelessness. It is possible 
if we pay the price. 

Death has entered no parsonage home this year but three have been 
saddened; Sister Quinn by the death of a sister and mother, Sister Winters 
by the death of her mother, and Sister ;Parker by the death of her mother. 

Personally, I have had a busy but enjoyable year. We have spent every 
day with long hours moving about among the churches or in planning for 
their welfare. In addition to the regular administrative work, I have taught 
in five mid-year institutes and the summer institutes at Wood River and 

Wallowa Lake. We have enjoyed the fellowship of the young people. 

J For the courtesy and help of the men with whom I have been pleased to 
"work I am deeply grateful. I have enjoyed their homes and friendship. 
With an appreciation of the splendid fellowship of district cooperation and a 
profound consciousness of God’s presence I close my report.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE COUNCIL OF WORLD SERVICE 


Believing that the cause of World Service will be more permanently and 
certainly advanced by the thorough education of our people than by in- 
tensive drives, we recommend that sub-district educational meetings be held 
under the direction of the district superintendents, and that such missionaries 
or representatives of the World Service Commission as are available be 
secured to help. As nastors, we pledge our fullest cooperation. We urge a 
thorough and “humanistic” presentation of the several benevolent causes by 
our pastors to their several charges. 

We recommend that each charge be urged to take as its definite goal on 
World Service an amount equal to at least 25 per cent more than their last 
year’s giving. 

We urge a conscientious World Service Roll Call in May and the use of 
the duplex envelopes with monthly remittance of funds collected to the 
treasurer in Chicago. 





REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


We, the Committee on Education, present the following: 

Be it Resolved: First, that we, the members of the Inter-Mountain Con- 
ference request the other conferences of this Area to cooperate with us in 
securing and supporting a Religious Education Director under auspices of 
the Board of Education Department of Sunday Schools. That the Bishop of 
the Area in cooperation with the various cabinets supervise and arrange for 
such activities. 

Second: That we commend the work of the Wesley Foundation in our 
tax supported institutions and pledge our hearty cooperation. That this 
pledge may be adequately carried out we recommend, and hereby nominate 
J. E. Baker, Hans Roan, F. E. Lukens and H. S. Hamilton to succeed them- 
selves as Trustees of! the Wesley Foundation at the University of Idaho. | 

Also that a committee composed of E. L. White, J. E. Officer, or their 
successors, and J. C. Werner, shall be appointed to study the plans of 
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organization of the various Wesley Foundations looking toward the incor- 
poration of the Wesley Foundation at the Albion State Normal School. 

Third: We rejoice in the hopeful outlook for Kimball School of Theology, 
and commend the trustees on their choice of Dr. J. M. Canse as President 
to succeed Dr. E. C. Hickman, resigned. We nominate H. W. Parker to 
succeed himself as Trustee, his term to expire in 1929, and H. S. Hamilton 
as Official Visitor from this Conference. Since the Trustees have fixed the 
budget at $15,000 per year, and have asked us as a Conference to assume 
only $400 of this amount we recommend that each pastor raise annually an 
amount equal to one-half of one per cent of cash salary exclusive of mis- 
sionary money for the support of this School. 

Fourth: We commend the work of President C. W. Tenney of our own 
Gooding College and rejoice with him in the progress the School has made 
during the past year, and pledge our loyal cooperation in the program de- 
cided upon by the trustees in their regular meeting September 3, as follows: 

“Be it Resolved, That we ask Dr. John W. Hancher of the Philanthropic 
Finance to delegate two workers approved by himself and the President of 
Gooding College, to cooperate with us and with the pastors and the people of 
our respective charges in the rewriting and collecting of our old notes and 
in writing new subscriptions in order that we raise $50,000 in cash before 
January 1, as the first unit of our Forward Movement as voted by the 
Trustees and the Conference last year; the funds to be used to finish the new 
dormitory, provide needed furniture and equipment, and clear up all mort- 
gage and other indebtedness of the College.” 

We announce the election of Brothers C. H. White, John Thomas, and 
F. R. Gooding to the class of 1929 by the Board of Trustees, and the election 
of Rev. Cyrus A. Wright to succeed Rev. J. A. Glendinning in the class of 
1928. We desire to place in nomination, subject to the approval of this 
Conference, to succeed themselves as members of the Board of Trustees, to 
be placed in the class of 1929, Brothers E. L. White, H. W. Parker, and Ira 
R, Aldrich.

These two payments equal the total interest receipts. We have also a 
Publicity Fund of $67.14. This has not changed any during the year, and 
has earned $5.37 interest which has been added to the savings account of the 
permanent fund. 

There have been no other additions to this Fund during the year. 

We recommend the election of the following named brethren as members 
of the Commission for the class which shall end in 1929: G. W. Barnes, H. 
G. Gumaer, H. J. Roan, W. J. Luscombe. 

Your Commission has been in correspondence with the Board of Pensions 
and Relief, and we have had access to the literature printed by said board. 
We are impressed with the wisdom of their plans for the Ministers’ Reserve 
Pension Fund. We realize the necessity within our own Conference of build- 
ing up our Endowment Fund, and to plan for the future commutation of our 
ministry into the Reserve Pension Fund. We therefore endorse the plans of 
the Board of Pensions and Relief, and recommend: 

First—That each charge observe “Veterans’ Day” as directed by the Dis- 
cipline Par. 336, section 3, and that each shall take an offering at that time 
for our Endowment Fund which shall be forwarded at once to the Treasurer 
of the Fund at 1209 N. 5th Street, Boise, Idaho. 

Second—We recommend that the Commission be given the privilege of 
placing a man in the field for the purpose of increasing the Endowment 
Fund at such time as its members may think best, provided, however, that 
no part of the money raised by him for this fund shall be used to pay his 
salary. We will open our pulpits to the person thus employed for one 
service during the year and will permit him to take an offering or subscrip- 
tion, or both, and will lend him our assistance. 

Third—We believe we should immediately begin on the plan proposed by 
Board of Pensions and Relief, and we require that each member of the Con- 
ference who has an appointment therefrom shall pay two and one-half per 
cent of his salary into the Endowment Fund of the Conference, payments to 
be made quarterly on the first Monday of December, March, June, and 
September of each year. Salary shall be such as defined by the Board of 
Pensions and Relief. The Treasurer of the Commission shall keep an indi- 
vidual account with each minister, and shall give a receipt for all moneys 
received. No minister shall participate in the benefits of this Fund except 
as he complies with these requirements. 

Fourth—In the event of the severance of his relation from this Confer- 
ence of anv member who has paid money into this fund, he shall be entitled 
to receive upon demand from the Treasurer of the Fund, 90 per cent of all 
he has paid in.

CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


I. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m. and adjourn at 12:00 

m. Devotional services shall be held during the first thirty minutes. 
_ Il._ All standing Committees shall be nominated by a committee on Stand- 
ing Committees, and elected by the conference, and the list for the next ses- 
sion of the Conference shall be printed in the Journal of the Conference 
electing them. The President shall appoint all other committees unless 
their names are included in the motion to raise the committee, or the mover 
consents to have the Committee otherwise constituted. The first named on 
any committee shall be the temporary chairman of that committee until the 
committee is regularly organized. 

III. The Auditing Committee shall consist of three persons, whose duty 
it shall be to audit the reports of the Statistical Secretary, the Treasurer, the 
Stewards, the Trustees, Board of Trustees of Gooding College, and the Dis- 
poet Superintendents; and all others acting as Treasurer of any conference 

unds. 

IV. All resolutions and memorials shall be typewritten. Any motion must 
be reduced to writing if the president or secretary requests it. 

V. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the Conference 
without leave, unless compelled to do so by sickness or some other lawful 
reason. 

VI. A member shall be denied the right to vote on a question if outside the 
bar at the time the vote is taken. 

VII. Each member within the bar at the time of putting a question shall 
vote unless excused by the Conference. 

VIII. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of the pro- 
ceedings of the business sessions which when approved by the Conference 
and signed by the President and Secretary shall become the official record of 
the Conference. His staff shall have authority to edit all reports of Boards 
and Committees, said reports to be submitted ;to him in double spaced type- 
written form only. He shall have charge of the papers of the Conference and 
shall not permit any individual to have possession of the Conference papers 
in the interim of the Conference Sessions, except by permission of the Con- 
ference. All documents and papers of the Conference shall be forwarded to 
the place of the Conference session. 

IX. No man shall be received on trial into the Conference who is over 35 
years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the Conference 
who is over 87 years of age. : 

X. The Idaho Conference will not recognize credentials from churches 
that are not affiliated with the “Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America.” 

XI. The standing rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 
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XII. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in the above rules. 

XIII. It shall be the duty of the President to see that these rules are ob- 
served, but it may be the privilege of any member to call his attention to the 
fact that the rules are being violated. 

XIV. (Paragraph 628, 4 Discipline 1920) “When a Preacher in full con- 
nection fails to be advanced in his conference course of study for a given 
year, said year shall not be counted as a year of effective service unless he is 
in attendance upon a standard school or is excused by a two-thirds vote of 
this conference upon the recommendation of the Board of Examiners.” 


RULES GOVERNING CANDIDATES AND EXAMINERS 


1. The Board of Examiners will conduct its work as per the provisions 
of the discipline, paragraphs 625 and 626. Special attention on the part of 
undergraduates is urged as to details of studies, text-books and examinations 
as contained in the above mentioned paragraphs. 

2. Examinations shall be held on the day preceding the day appointed 
for the opening of the session of the annual conference. During the year 
examinations may be taken before any member of the board by corresponding 
with the Registrar. No examination will be given after the first day of the 
conference session. 

8. Examiners shall prepare the list of questions and send them to the 
Registrar who shall forward them to the presiding examiner. 

4, Each candidate shall place in the hands of the examiner all written 
work in the collateral reading and study books at least two weeks prior to 
the opening of the annual conference. All homiletic work as required by 
the directions and helps must be in the hands of the chairman two weeks 
prior to the session of the annual conference. 

5. A fee of fifty cents shall be annually deposited with the Registrar by 
each undergraduate to defray incidental expenses. 

6. The annual meeting of the Board of Examiners shall convene at the 
seat of and on the day before the session of the annual conference at the 
hour of two p. m.
